Latest from the Hostiles.

Wasnineton, Jan. 2. — General 
Schofield this morning received a 
telegram from General Miles, dated 
Pine Ridge Agency, January Ist, say- 
ing that 3,000 Indians, including about 
600 bucks, are now encamped in the 
Bad Lands, about fifteen miles from 
the Pine Ridge Agency, and all ave- 
nues of escape are closed by the troops. 
General Miles says the Indians have 
gathered some cattle and provisions, 
and appear to be determined to make 
their fight for the supremacy at this 
point. He says he will make another 
effort to-get them back to the agoncy 
without bloodshed, and, in order to 
do so, he has established a regular 
siege. 

General Schofield said there is no

General Miles, 
he added, has charge of the campaign, 
and has stationed himself at the most 
convenient point for general commu- 
nication with his forces.

Indian Policy. 


The Society of Friends for Penn- 
sylvania, New Jertsey and Deéla- 
ware are before Congress with an 
address upon the Indian troubles, 
and urgivg pacific measures and a 
strict compliance with treaty obli- 
gations as the quickest way of se- 
curing peace. In the address they 
say: 

Statistics have been published in 
the daily press which show that the 
expenses of this Government since its 
formation in 1776, to 1886, a period of 
one hundred and ten years, on account 
of the Indians, have n upwards of 
nine hundred and twenty-nine mil- 
lions of dollars; and of that sum six 
hundred and ninety-six millions have 
been expended by the War Depart 
ment in wars with them and expenses 
incident thereto. Of this enormous 
aggregate over two hundred millions 
are stated te have been expended in 
hostilities with different-tribes during 
the ten years from 1872 to 1882; the 
primary cause of which, in accordance 
with the testimony before adduced, 
has been the rapacity and inj: stice of 
the whites. 

That a course of justice and kind- 
ness towards this people would w«: pro- 
ductive of lasting peace, is illustratcu 
by the early history of the Province of 
Pennsylvania, in which friendly rela- 
tions were established by such a course 
between the white settlers and the In- 
dians, and maintained for upwards of 
seventy years without the existence of 
military force. 


This policy may have been a 
good one in the days of William 
Penn, but the treachery of Big 
Foot at Wounded Knee onthe 29th 
ult., which resulted so disastrously 
to him and his warriors, shows the 
, futility of using prayer instead of 
powder. The care of the Indians 
should be taken entirely away from 
the Quakers and given exclusively 
to the War Department. 


The Pioche Railroad. 


The Salt Lake Tribune of De- 
cember 30th says: 


W. 8S. Godbe, President of the Pioche 
Consolidated Mining and Reduction 
Company, retnrned yesterday morning 
from an extended Gaskets trip East. 
It was iearned from him that owing to 
the temporary suspension of the rail- 
road extension from Milford, matters 
in Pioche cannot be pushed with the 
same energy or on the same scale as 
they otherwise would bave been in 
that somewbat remote but attractive 
district. 

In answer to an inquiry as to the 
prospect for the early completion of 
the road to Pioche, Mr. Godbe said 
that the grading of the main line of 
railroad “from Milford to Pioche has 
been completed at a cost scarcely less 
than and probably exceeding $1,0Q0,- 
000. A few miles of track have also 
been laid from Milford, but owing to 
urgent need of men and rolling stock 
on the mountain division of the Union 
Pacific road a short time ago this im- 


portant work had been suspended. .- 


Its-resumption, however, at an early 
day may be looked for with confidence, 
as it is hardly reasonable to believe 
that the great athount of traffic result- 
ing from the extension will be neg- 
lected or lost sight of, especially after 
so large a sum has been expended to- 
wards the attainment of this object, 


and when so little more is needed to 
secure it. 


The Tribune fails to state the 
real reason for .the. cessation of 
werk upon the railroad leading 
into Pioche. The Directers of the 
Union Paciffe stopped the work 
because they claim that ex-Presi- 
dent Adams went to the great ex- 
pense of building the road without 
any authority whatever from the 
Board of Directors.

He is 
a curious, entertaining and beneficent 
servant of the public that was brought 
into existence by the amazing growth 
of hotel life in this town during the 
last few years, and by the increase in 
the number of the fashionable restau- 
rants. Here, however, it is only these 
fashionable hotels and cafes which can 
support the luxury of angels. They are 
too expensive a feature apparently to 
justify the proprietors of the saloons 
in the tenement districts in em- 
ploying them. The guardian ange! 
of Gotham is an _ affable and 
well-informed special police officer 


and reporting regularly to Acting Su- 
perintendent of Police Byrnes. He 
works harmoniously with the other 
serviceable attendant of the swell cafe 
who is called the bouncer. The bouncer 
is a professional boxer whose duty it is 
to maintain order and to get obstreper- 
ous visitors out of the establishment 
without any fuss or feathers. and with- 
out attracting too general attention. 
The angel, on the other hand, makes it 
his business to see that no harm befalls 
the cafe or hotel patron who has become 
a little tooconvival for his vwn good, 
and needs the assistance of just’ such a 
guide, philosopher, and friend as the 
angel is to keep him from parting with 
his valuables. 

“The idea of having a guardian an- 
gel,” said the angel of the Hoffman 
House, ‘‘may strike men about town as 
something of a practical joke, and they 
may believe that the angel is a myth. 
But they are mistaken, fer ain’t I here 
to prove that guardian angels are regu- 
lar institutions? Many men in this 
town are thankful for the help of the 
professional angel. We see that they 
are sent safely home if they get-too 
much aboard, or we get them accommo- 
dations at the hotel if they aren’t able 
to get home. We take them toa Turkish 
bath and straighten them out before 
putting them to bed, and in mumerous 
other ways perform a service thata 
square man isn’t very apt to forget, 
which 1 happen to know notone ina 
hundred fails to remember in a substan- 
tial fashion on other days besides Christ- 
mas.” 

“A striking illustration of the oppor- 
tune serviceableness of. the guardian 
angel was furnished recently at the 
Hoffman House, just before a public re- 
-ception. A handsome man, dressed in 
black, came from the private dining- 
rooms and staggered along the tiled cor- 
ridor. His face was flushed with wine. 

“Heavens!” cried the angel, with a 
start as he caught sight of the guest, 
“we must get that man to a room quick.” 

The man was hustled into the elevator 
and taken to a room in a hurry. | 

‘‘What’s the excitement about?” asked 
a bystander,when the angel returned. 

“A good deal more than you think,” 
returned the little guardian. ‘That 
man would be disgraced in his profession 
were he to be seen in that condition at 
the reception upstairs. Heis one of the 
best known professional men in this 
city. The nature of his calling makes 
it imperative that he should never be 
seen in public under the influence of 
wine. It was a narrow escape, though. 
But he’s all right now. Nobody will 
know any thing of it. He will be 
straight as a string again when he leaves 
for home, depend upon it.” - :
